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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Application 10/81 1 ,835 filed 03/30/2004 
and amendment filed 06/29/2007. 

2. Claims 1-15 remain pending in the Application. 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/29/2007 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5, 10-15, drawn to a method of designing a circuit layout of a 
semiconductor integrated circuit, classified in class 716, subclass 19. 

II. Claims 6-9, drawn to a method of changing a circuit layout of a 
semiconductor integrated circuit, classified in class 716, subclass 11. 

5. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Group I and Group II. The species are independent or distinct because the 
claims of the Group I describe designing a mask layout of the integrated circuit, while 
the claims of the Group II describe a method of changing a circuit layout of a 
semiconductor integrated circuit. Moreover Groups I and II are disclosed as two 
separate embodiments and described by different Drawings, such as subject matter of 
the Group I is described by Figures 1-6 and subject matter of the Group II is described 
by Figures 7-10 (paragraph [0044] of the Patent Application Publication of the instant 
Application. 

7. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

8. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election.
